COMMENT 

This amendment, which more precisely spells out how the 
Council is permitted to treat any remaining assets left at 
dissolution, has been insisted upon by the Commissioner of 
Taxation to enable us to continue to enjoy tax exempt status 
for our income.

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CONSERVATION NEVS 


LCC Malice Aron Review Proposed Hacoimnondationg 
The latest Land Conservation Council report was released In 
mid September and is opon for public comment until 21 November. 
Important recommendations include the removal of dry land 
grazing from public lands by 1999 * a now 610,000 ha national 
park in the Sunset Country with a corridor to the Murray River, 
additions of over 190,000 hn to Wyperfeld National Park includ¬ 
ing Pine Plains and much of the central Dig Desert and numerous 
smaller reservations. 

LCC Wilderness Investigation 

The Council has given notice that it is conducting an investig¬ 
ation of wilderness and will make recommendations on the ident¬ 
ification, reservation and use of wilderness by 30 September 
1990 . However no is the usual practice a descriptive report will 
first be published and public comments will be invited and con¬ 
sidered. 

Flora and Fauna Guarantee 

The Department of Conservation,Forests and Lands* Flora and Fauna 
Guarantee Newsletter Special Budget Edition (election edition?) 
promised that annual funding of more that $1.6 m has boon com¬ 
mitted to implement the Act, $9»7 m will be spent on flora and 
fauna programmes, the full process of the Guarantee will be op¬ 
erational by early 1989 * 28 additional staff will be appointed 
to CFL Regions and Pol icy Divisions to work on the Guarantee, 
all databases collected by CFL over many years will be computer¬ 
ised , etc. etc. 

CFL Funding 

For the first time since the Labor government took office the 
funding for the Dept, shows a real increase. Included are 22 
new land protection advisors to work with problems 9 uch as 
pests and noxious weeds, an increase of nearly 20# in National 
and State Park budgets reflecting the doubling of their area in 
the past 6 years, $1.5 m to sot up new parks including provis¬ 
ion for 27 new rangers and so on. 
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A NOTE ON ONE OF OUR EARLY COLLECTORS 
RICHARD ERNEST TREBILCOCK, 1880 1976 


D. F. Crosby, 74 Gipps Street, East Melbourne, 3002. 

R. E Trebilcock was well known as an entomologist in 
Kerang, Vic. He moved there from Geelong in 1904 and developed 
a strong interest in birds, particularly the migratory 
species This interest encouraged him to visit Siberia, 

Russia, to study the nesting habits of those birds, mainly 
species which also came to Australia. 

On return to Kerang in 1906, he built a house, married, 
and set up a legal practice in the town. About this time he 
developed an interest in insects and was instrumental in 
locating the colonies of the butterfly called the cynone 
skipper, Anisvnta cynone (Hew), in the district The race 
grisea was described by Waterhouse in 1932 from specimens 
most probably collected by Trebilcock at Kerang together with 
others by J. A. Kershaw at nearby Gunbower in the 1 890* s. 

In 1914 he joined the armed forces and served in France, 
where he was awarded the Military Cross Unfortunately, his 
insect collection was destroyed by pests during the war and 
on return from overseas he turned his attention to the group 
of Hydroids ( Ph. Coe 1enterata) . He amassed a valuable slide 
collection of these minute primitive animals, which was 
donated to the Museum of Victoria by his son, Arthur, in 1980 

Despite his concentration on the Hydroids, R. E. T. still 
kept an interest in insects, particularly Hymenoptera, which 
he often collected locally with Alex Burns and Charles Oke 
from the Museum. In the 1950‘s and early 1960’s he sent many 
wasps and bees he had collected to the Museum. Like many other 
keen entomologists he had fascinating rambles in the bush with 
BurnB and others, but did not return to collecting 
butterflies, other than spasmodically for friends wanting 
A. cynone 
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[t wn s my pleasure, in the c ompa ny of 'Ras Wilson, lo 
meet R E T at Kerang in early April, 1 Q 55 and to enjoy his 
hospitality and, later in the day, to catch A cynone on the 
Hi r he 1ma s daisies in his garden He gave me some set 
specimens, caught in March 1949 and March 1953, which I still 
have in my collection, 

His son, Arthur, still lives in Kerang with his wiTe and 
remembers the collecting days they all had with Burns, Oke and 
others to places such as Mt. Hope. 

R. E. T practised as a solicitor at Kerang all his life 
and was, it is believed, the oldest practitioner still active 
in Victoria just prior to his death on 2nd June,1976 at the 
ripe age of 96 years 

I am indebted to his son, Arthur, and grandson, Philip, 
and the latter's wife, Jenny, For biographical details. 


A NOTE ON THE RARE BUTTERFLY FROM BAUPLE

The Maryborough-Hervey Bay Chronicle (Rare butterfly found 
near Bnuple, Page 6, Thursday 14 July 1988) recorded the collection 
of Delias harpalyce (Donovan) from near Bauple, on 12 July 1988 . 

The National Parks and Wildlife Service office in Maryborough, 
Queensland, identified the species as the above and claimed this 
to be the first officially recorded from tills area of Queensland. 

I examined the specimen at the National Parks and Wildlife 
Service office and found it to be a damaged female of Dellas 
nlgrlna (Fabricius), a common winter species in coastal Queens¬ 
land. Bauple is about JO km south of Maryborough. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


Australian Tropical Butterflies 


By Peter Valentine, and Clifford and Dawn Frith 

Tropical Australia Graphics, Palumo, North Queensland, >988 

This book is the most recent In a colourful series devoted to 
Australian tropical wildlife, and has the rather outstanding 
feature In those days of being produced entirely In Australia. 
Apart from Ills professional occupation In Geoffraphy at the James 
Cook University, Townsville, tho author Is an experienced 
lepldopterlst with much research and a number of articles and 
papers about butterfllos to his credit. He has contributed eight 
of the 129 photographs In this book) a further six are attributed 
to Potor Snmson and Australian Nature Transparencies picture 
library. The remainder of tho photographs are by noted nature 
photographers Clifford and Dawn Frith, using live material 
throughout and thus contributing to the unique nature of the 
book. 

After an interesting preface the author devotes a single page 
to tho distribution of butterflies and other aspects such as 
their biology and behaviour. In a book of this format, where the 
emphasis 1 b on colour photography, this must bo considered 
adequate as these subjects nre enormous. For those seeking more 
Information In these fields an excellent list of suggested fur¬ 
ther rending is provided at tho ond of the book. The 66 pages 
which follow are a delightful experience, with largo, high 
quality photographs of 118 tropical species, each accompanied 
by a brief text and a distribution mnp. Some previously unpub¬ 
lished distribution and life history data are included here. 

Tho common name Is emphasised - a desirable trend in popular 
books - and the technical name nnd the relevant family is given 
for each. The use of subspeclflc names has, quite rightly, been 
avoided In tills book. An Interesting arrangement Is the division 
of the species into six distribution groups according to the 
habitats in which they are most likely to be found - Upland 
Forest, Lowland Rainforest, Rainforest Edge and Vino Thicket, 
Coast and Wetlands nnd Urban. 

My favourite photograph occupies a full page and Is of the 
nlgldlus Jezabel, Dellas ennla, on page 6 but then I am partial 
to this genus with those remarkable patterns and colours on the 
undersides of Its many species. Only three of the photographs 
are of early stages and perhaps tills could bo considered an 
omission. Tho book concludes with an Index of common names. The 
author, photographers and publishers must be commended on the 
quality of this excellent book. At around *12 It must have a 
broad appeal that will not bo confined to naturalists.

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THE BIG DESERT - RED BLUFF AND THE BORDER TRACK 
3 TO 7 NOVEMBER 1986 . PART 3.

A clenr sky In the morning of 5 November hernldod n fine dny. 
The south-west to west wind wns cool but the nfternoon become 
warm nnd mnny insects became active. Conspicuous amongst theso 
was tbe small, long-legged chafer Phyllotocus orythropterus , 
which wns observed drinking tbe nectar from flowora of Leptos- 
permum myrslnoldes nnd Eucalyptus lncrassnta . but wns not soon 
on tho sparser flowers of L. corlaceum . It is a black species 
with orange-red elytra nnd wns present in fairly high numbers. 
On one occnsion a single largo bush of Silky Ten-tree ( myrsln - 
oldes) sheltered from tho wind by a Callltrls harboured olght 
or ton of the beetles. At about 2.30 pra there were one or two 
Individuals on every second or third plant of this Ton-tree 
in a small nron nenr the Red Bluff camp. By 5-50 pm all had 
disappeared. One male and four female specimens wore collected 
of which three of the females are Intermediate In form between 
e r ythropterus and P. klngll of which only femnlea woro known 
(Britton, 1957)- This makes it likely that klngll is a synonym 
erythropterus (Britton, pers.comm., March 1985). 

The black Colpochlla pulchella wns taken In flight at 1 pm 
at the Red Bluff camp. Another was found nt light on November 
7- It is known from 3 other localities In north-west Victoria! 
llattah Lakes National Park, 20 km N. of Tompy and Wyporfeld 
National Pnrk. (Britton, 1986 ). My specimens were determined by 
Britton. Another of tho same genus, C. bicolor , wns taken In 
flight during the middle of tho dny, one specimen on 5 nnd one 
on 6 November. The specific name refers to the contrasting 
black pronotum nnd the slightly lrrldescont, biscuit coloured 
elytra. This species has boon round eating Leptospermum leaves 
at Hattah (G. Anderson) nnd Is known from Wyporfeld nlso 
(Britton, 1986). Britton nlso records Victorian specimens from 
15 km S. of Plnnroo, this actually being In South Australia, 
and the Big Desert, 35 dog. 30'S., 11*2 deg. 19'E., this Int.- 

long. actually being to the oast of Wyporfeld and remote from 
what Is generally known ns the Big Desert. The 162 deg. should 
probably be Hi dog. Britton (1986) states that Colpochlla 
species are crospusculnr or nocturnnl In habit. My mld-dny 
records nre thus anomalous. 

Although pitfall traps baited with chicken bones nnd human 
excrement, intended to trap dung beetles failed to do so, they 
dld e°t 31m_ odontus rotundlpennls (Carabidae 1 Pterostlchinne), a 
small pretty beetle which Oke found under rubbish nt llattah 
Lakes In 1926 (Oke, 1926 ). I found It to be common nt two sites 
examined on the Border Track in the Big Desert Wilderness Area. 

The vertebrate pitfall traps in the south-west corner of 
the Wilderness Area captured a number of the larger carnbids 
between 6 nnd 0 November. Since they nre predators, it is wise 
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to visit the traps early and to keop in mind that some of the 
smaller insects have almost certainly boon eaten. Species found 
included Cnrenum e legans , a fine greon beetle, "well deserving 
Its name" and taken in burrows from March to November by Goudie 
(1909)| Scoraphltea sp. and two oilier species of Carenum, as 
well as a species of Gnathoxys .

Tills book Is essentially a list of animals known to IUCN to be 
threatened with extinction. The goal, ns the preamble states, Is 
"to obtain notion for these listed species", and ns Importantly, 
"to ensure the steady build up and maintenance of the database 
for all the 'tonservatlonally" unknown species which we need to 
Include In our concerns". 


2125 Invertebrates are listed, Including 56 Australian Insects, 
mainly from Tasmnnln, plus some Tasmanian Onychoi^ornns. These 
local creatures are listed below with the IUCN categories and 
additions by me in brnckets.
